Russians Marching South. 

Two men who were taken prisoners by the 
Japanese while on their way into port re- 
port that two Russian regiments, numbering 
in all about 5,000 men, arrived recently at 
Manchalin, Vafangow, and Vafangtien. 
The prisoners say aiso that large numbers of 
Russian troops are coming south from Muk- 
den every day. | ; 

On Wednesday, June & a detachment of 
the fleet bombarded and dispersed two com- 
panies of Russian troops who were on Kai- 
ping point.

- Throughout Country. 


TO RAISE A BIG FUND. 


Every Member of the Organiza- 


tion to Be Assessed $10 — 
for the Campaign. 


Union printers in the district surrounding 
Chicago have started a movement for the es- 
tablishment’ of the eight hour day for their 
craft throughout the United States. Plans 
for the campaign were prepared in the con- 
ference of members of the International 
Typographical union which closed yesterday 
in this city. 

As a result of this conference recommen- 
dations will be made to the coming conven- : 
tion of the union that the following line of 
policy be adopted: 

No new agreements to be entered into except 
on the eight hour basis. 

The collection of a fund of $500,000 by an as- 
sessment of $10 on each member of the union, to 
be used exclusively for agitation for the shorter 


The creation of competitive districts, in which 
All locals shall act together 


New District Is Formed. 


The conference took the first step toward 
the realization of the last proposition by 
forming the central district, embracing Ili- 
nois, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Iowa. Nebraska, and Missouri. E. R. 
Wright,. president of Union No. 16 of Chi- 
cago, was chosen president, and Frank Koch- 
man of Cincinnati secret 

The printers now work on the eight hour 
basis in newspaper offices, while the boox., 
and job shops adhere to the nine hour day. 
Union leaders believe they can inaugurate 
the uniform day by peaceful methods and 
without strikes. The great fund is intended, 
to be reserved exclusively for the eight hour 
fight, and what part of it is not consunied 
is to be returned to the donors.

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“WORK IN THE COUNTRY. 


Four Northwestern Men Are Appointed 
Dairy Inspectors by the Health De- 
partment and Will Begin Investigat- 
ing Conditions at the Piaces from 
Which the City Supply Is Derived— 
Seven Stations Are Opened for the 
Distribution of Pasteurised Fiaid. 


Four Northwestern university studente 
will start out this morning to launch the city 
health department’s country campaign for 
the improvement of the milk supply. The 
men have been appointed dairy inspectors 
at a salary of $1,000 a year each and ex~- 
penses. They are Fred G. Cuthbert, $21 Og- 
den avenue; Benjamin Perry, 7301 Vincennes 
road; Oscar Reiss, 1100 West Sixty-third 
street; and Timothy J. Kelly, 3330 Parnell 
avenue. 

Under the direction of Chief Inspector 
Grady the four will begin their work in the © 
térritory northwest of the city, ffom whicha 
large part of the milk is sent. Each inspec- 
tor will be given a list of dairies to visit. If 
the milk of any dairy is found t handled 
under insanitary conditions t health de- 
partment will order the exclusion from the 
city of the product of that place. 


Association Controls Supply. 

Chief Inspector Grady says nearly 5,000 
farms and dairies ship milk to Chicago, 
and the daily supply for 1908 was 24,150 
eight gallon cans. Of 3,400 dairies last year 
2,400, he said, are controlled by the Farmers 
association. 
_. “Bach of the 2,400,” Mr. Grady said, 
‘pays 1 cent a gallon on all milk he ships 
to Chicago to the Richmond Smith company 
to look after their interests here. It is for 
the protection of the shippers against un- 
scrupulous dealers.” 


Pasteurized Milk Stations Open. 

- ‘With the opening of seven pasteurized milk 
stations. yesterday-attention was drawn to 
the interest which’the Chicago method of 
giving poor people pure milk has aroused

Drainage Board Pays Scherzer 
Company $18,000 for 


CHEAPER PRICE IN EAST. 


Same Drawings Are Sold in Other 
Cities, the Charge Being 
About $5,000. 


An inquiry into the action of the drainage 
board in paying nearly $200,000 in royalties 
for the use of a certain design of bridge is 
being.made. It has been discovered from the 
records of the sanitary district that the board 
has paid $18,000 eaclt for the use of ten de- 
signs to the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge 
company in the last five years, while other 
municipalities have paid from $4,000 to $7,000 
each for like designs. 

Trustee Joseph C. Bradem has been chair- 
man of the committee which has had charge 
of the letting of the contracts for the bridges 
involved. The Scherzer type was adhered to 
despite the fact that Chief Engineer Ran- 
dolph has complained to the board several. 
times that the royalties paid the Scherzer 
company were exorbitant. 


Fight Coming Over New Bridge. 

The matter has been taken up in connection 
with the consideration of plans for a new 
bridge at Washington street. It is'said that 
a fight will be made for open and competitive 
bids for the erection of this bridge. 

Recently a delegation of officials from a 
city in Michigan visited the offices of the 
board to inquire about the merits of the 
Scherzer bridge. They talked with Chief 
Engineer Randolph and were surprised to 
learn that the drainage board had beer pay- 
ing $18,000 a bridge for the plans and patent 
righte of this type. 

*“* We have an offer from the same company 
for a design of the same kind of a bridge for 
$5,000," aid one of the delegation. 

This led to an investigation and it was 
learned that the company had sold designs 
for bridges to a number of railroads and out- 
side cities for an average price of $5,000, 


Lower Price to Others. 

Letters received from city officials asked 
to give information on the subject stated 
that the city of New York had purchased 
designs for several Scherzer bridges for 
$7,000 each. In Gleveland one bridge design 
bad been purchased for $5,000. In Boston 
several designs for railroad bridges had 
been obtained for $6,000 each. In New 
Iiaven, Buffalo, and other cities designs. for 
bridges had also heen purchased from this 
company for $5,000 each. 

Scherzer bridges, with an $18,000 royalty 
each, have been put in at these points:, State 
street, Randolph street, Harrison street, 
Eighteenth street, Canal street, Loomis 
street, Twenty-second street, Dearborn 
street, Chicago Terminal Transfer railroad 
bridge, and the Campbell avenue eight track 
railroad bridge. 


City Pays No Royalties. .. 

The city of Chicago during the last five 
years has followed the advice of City En- 
gineer Ericson and used the trunnion type 
of lift bridge, and no royalty has been paid 
any company or individual. Bridges of this 
type have been built by thecity at Ninety- 
fifth street, East Division street, West Di- 
vision street, Clybourn place, and North 
Western avenue. All of these structures 
have been operated successfully. 

“Let the board Introduce a new practice 
in its future work and offer the rayalty as 
an incentive to improved designs and 
cheaper bridges,’’ said a man interested in 
the bridge question. ‘“‘ Advertise for bids on 
these designs and award the royalty to the 
designer whose bridge is successful in -re- 
ceiving ‘the lowest figure.”’ |

WANTS PRESIDENT TO RETRACT 
CHARGES HE MADE IN PERSON. 
Former Attorney General fer Postoffice 

Department Says That in Light of 

His Vindication by a Jury He Is En- 

titled, to Have His Good Name 

Cleared—Not Satisfied with Technic- 

al Acquittal, but Insisted That All 
Possible Evidence Be Produced, 


Washington, D. C., June 13.—Mr. JamesN. 
Tyner, who was removed from office as as- 
sistant attorney general for the postoffice 
department during the investigation of the 
department, and who recently was tried and 
acquitted by a jury, has addressed a letter 
to President Roosevelt. He reminds the 
president that he gave to the press of the 


country a statemefit to the effect that “ gross . 


corruption in the case of Assistant Attorney 
General Tyner has gone on for a number of 
years,’ and, after referring to him as “ the 
chief offender,’’ said that in his case “ the 
corruption took the form of favoring get rich 
quick concerns and similar schemes; in 
other words, the criminals, whom it was his 
sworn duty to prosecute, paid him for per- 
mission to fleece the public unmolested.”’ 


Has Been Vindicated by Jury. 

Mr. Tyner says that coming from the presi- 
dent this has doné him great harm, and he. 
asks that the president do something to 
right the wrong he has done. 
trial Mr. Tyner says: ‘‘I asked not for an 
acquittal, but for a. windication; and, so far 
as possible. every act of mine, referred to in 
Mr. Bristow's report, was placed before the 
jury fully and exhaustively. The jury 
without a moment's hesitation pronounced 
me ‘not guilty’ on all the indictments.” 

Continuing, Mr. Tyner says: 

“Such a verdict in a trial brought in good 
faith would ordinarily be a sufficient vindi- 
cation of an accused party, but unfortunately 
in this case your official proclamation of my 
assumed guilt has such weight, and is en- 
titled to have such weight, that to many it 
prActically overrides the verdict of the jury. 
I notice that many of your friends do not 
hesitate to say that your verdict given be- 
fore the trial is more to be relied upon than 
the verdict of court and jury given after 
trial. Against such injustice I have no re- 
course, except by appealing to*your sense 
of right and fair dealjng. 


Misled by Bristow Report. 

“In my previous letter to you of Dec. 2, 
1903, I intimated briefly that your action was 
unjust and wrong and that you would not 
have taken the course you did if you had not 
been misled and deceived by Mr. Bristow’s 
report. 

*“T prayed that my life and mental powers 
might be spared until I had convinced the 
American public, and you as chief magis- 
trate, that all my. acts have been honest, 
honorable, and straightforward in the sight 
of God and man. 

** My remaining hours are few, and though 
my house is in order and with clear con- 
science I await from day to day the irrevoca- 
ble summons, nevertheless I cannot close my 
eyes without first appealing to you, Mr. Pres- 
ident, as my chief accuser, to endeavor, in so 


far as you can, to right the great wrong 


which you have unwittingly done me.”’

St. Louis, Mo., Juné 13.—A characteristic 
letter from Samuel L. Clemens (Mark 
Twain), written prior to his wife’s death, 
was received by President Francis at the 
world’s fair today. In part it follows: : 

Villa di Quarto, Firenze, May 26.—Dear Gov. 
Francis: It has been a dear wish of mine to ex- 
hibit myself at the great fair and get a prize, 
but circumstances beyond my control have in- 
terfered, and I must remain in Florence. Al- 
though I have never taken prizes anywhere else, 
I used to take them {fn school in Missouri half a 
century ago, and I ought to be able to repeat now 
if I could have a chance. I used to get the medal 
for good spelling every week, and I could have 
had the, medal for good conduct if there hadn't 
been so much corruption in Missouri in those days; 
still, I got it several times by trading medals and 
giving boot. I am willing to give boot now, if~ 
however, those days ar@ forever gone by, in Mis- 
souri, and perhaps it is better so. Nothing ever 
stays the way it was In this changeable world.

PRINCETON TRUSTEES REVISE 
COURSE FOR UNDERGRADUATES 


Most Radical Departure Since Reorgani- 
zation by President McCosh in 1870— 
Stick to Four Years Plan. 


Princeton, N. J., 13.—[Special.J— 
Although Princeton will stick to the four 
year college course leading to a bachelor's 
degree, a complete revision of the under- 
graduate courses of study has been deter- 
mined upon by the trustees. 

It is the most important restatement of the 
Princeton plan that has been made since 
President McCosh reorganized the course in 
1870. Candidates for admission to the bach- 
elor of arts course will be examined in the 
following subjects only: 


The classics, mathematics, English, one 
modern language, and history; and candi- 
dates for the course of bachelor of science or 
bachelor of letters will be examined in 
mathematics, elementary physics, Latin, 
English, history, and two modern languages. 

Each Student will take five instead of seven 
studies each term, with a consequent in- 
crease in the amount of time given to each. 

Full recognition is made of the increasing 
class of students who come to college without 
Greek. Those who come to Princeton without 
Greek will be thoroughly drilled in Latin and 
will be expected to replace Greek by an addi- 
tional amount of mathematics and modern 


languages. | 

The class day exercises in connection with 
Princeton’s 157th commencement were held 
today. D. G. Barr of Newburg, N. Y., gave 
the salutatory, and G. 8S. Hornblower of New 
York the class oration. The class poem was 
read by E. Butler of Tacoma, Wash.

CAR SERVICE ASSOCIATION LOOKS 
LIKE A TRUST. 


District Attorney Bethea Thinks Its 
Rules Are Worded in Such a Way as 
te Conflict with the Law and Sug- 
gests a Change—Will Confer with 
Attorneys Again on Friday—East 
Béund Roads Disappointed in Grain 
Shipments. 


United States District Attorney Bethea 
yesterday expressed the opinion that the 
rules of the Chicago Car Service association, 
as now worded, are in conflict with the anti- 
trust law. He painted out that the railroads 
have vested sole authority in the manager of 
the association to collect demurrage charges 
on freight not removed from cars within a 
specified time and to make refunds where 
charges have been wrongfully assessed.. . 

He said the agreement of the railroads pro- 
viding that the car service association should 
charge a uniform fee of $1 a day for demur- 
rage was practically an agreement to add $1 
a day to the published rate on interstate 
traffic. He suggested that the attorneys of 
all the roads interested meet him next Fri- 
Gay and discuss the question of changing the 
rules. He thought that if the railroads should 
agree to treat with shippers as individuals, 
instead of through an association, regarding 
demurrage charges and assess each other $1 
a day for demurrage of cars detained more 
than a reasonable time, and each road then 
to make collection from shippers responsible 


‘for the detention, the government probably 


would not file sult against the railroads. 


Amswer of the Railroads. 

These remarks by District Attorney Bethea 

were made after Attorney Babcock of the 
car service association had submitted the 
answer of the railroads to the complaints of 
the Coal Shippers’ association. 
Mr. Babcock showed that 6,000,000 tons of 
coal were handled annually by the sixty-two 
members of the Coal Shippers’ association, 
or 171,428 carloads. Only one car out of a 
thousand, he claimed, had been delayed dur- 
ing the years 1892 and 1893. Car service 
charges had been paid for detention at Chi- 
cago upon only ten of these cars, and the 
total amount paid was $25. Not one case, he 
said, had been produced to show that the 
car, service association had acted wares 
sonably or unfairly. 

The plan of settlement suggested aa Dis- 
trict Attorney Bethea is not likely to be ac- 
cepted. A similar plan was followed by the 
railroads for many years and the railroads 
claim that it led to the absorption of demur- 
rage charges by individual railroads and 
brought about cutting of rates.

POLICIES TO DATE FROM NOON. 


Superintendent of Insurance Hendricks 
of New York Holds Change in 
Condition Irregular. 


New York, June 13.—[Special.]—A local 
agent at Yonkers, N. Y., recently wrote the 
following letter-to Supt. of Insurance Hen- 
dricks: 

The standard fire insurance policy in the sta 
of New York provides that no officer, agent, oe 
other representative of the company iss ng the 
policy shall have power to waive any of 
ditions thereof, “* 


‘also 
provides that insurance shall take effect “at » noon’’ 
end noon.’’ There are certain cases 


in which it would be more convenient for policies 

to be issued to attach some other hour at which 

increased insurance may be found to be necessary. 

Is there anything in the standard policy law 

which renders it improper for me as agent to grant, 

with the company’s assent, insurance to take ef- 
fect or expire at some hour other than at noon? 


In reply the superintendent wrote: 7 

It is the opinion of this department that the 
standard fire insurance policy should not be modi- 
fied in the manner you suggest. 

Company managers say there have been sporadic 
efforts on the part of agents in certain localities 
to change the hour at which a policy takes ef- 
fect to correspond with the hour at which insur- 
ance is applied for. This is more particularly the 
case where the subject of Insurance is staple, sucb 
as cotton or grain. It is said the modification of 
the standard policy of svhich Supt. Hendricks 
disapproves is quite common in Buffalo.

All three men resigned 
from the company on May 26. 

The Boston Mutual] Life Insurance company, as 
a cérporation, also has been indicted, charged with 
filing false statements of its condition for the year
